Taylor et al. [US 5,769,527] discloses a stage lighting system with a memory, a 
processor, and an image data, but does not disclose or suggest the swap function to 
change the set of image data. 

Sugden [US 5,406,176] discloses a computer controlled stage lighting system 
with memory means and processor to control a lamp fixture for coloring, focusing and 
beam shaping, but does not disclose or suggest the swap function to change the set of 
image data. 

Bornhorst [US 4,701 ,833] discloses a stage lighting system with two rotating 
color filters but does not disclose or suggest the swap function to change the image 
data. 

Hunt et al. [US 5,502,627] discloses a stage lighting lamp system with a 
processor and RAM memory to control pan and tilt angles for a lamp, but does not 
disclose or suggest the swap function to change the image data. 

Hewlett et al. [US 6,188,933] discloses an electronically controlled stage lighting 
system with a microprocessor, a RAM memory and an image storage, but does not 
disclose or suggest the swap function to change the image data.
